Bus stops on residential streets? 


On October 1, the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury awarded the tender 
for the construction of 77 “transit 
landing pads" - the bus stops for the 
Town’s new public transit - to low 
bidder, Ashland Paving Ltd., in the 
amount of $147,000 (excluding HST). 

A report to Council noted that transit 
service is expected to begin in March 
or April of 2014, and that “routes have 
been established and the locations 
of bus stops have been reviewed for 
service and safety.” 

Director of Engineering Arup 
Mukherjee assured Council that the 
stops are in "logical locations'; as 
determined by consultant Wally Beck 
and confirmed by site visits. 

However, there was no map 
presented to Council, identifying the 
location of the 77 pads. 

Deputy Mayor Robert Keffer put 
forward a motion to defer the award of 
the tender, "until we as a Council see 
where the sites are, where the landing 
pads are to go.” 

The bus routes, as approved in 
a Special Meeting of Council on 


March 11,2013, not only show buses 
travelling on Dissette St., Holland 
St., Simcoe Rd., Barrie St., the 6th 
Line and 10 Sideroad - but also on 
residential streets, including West Park 
Ave. Summerlyn Trail, Blue Dasher 
Blvd., Northgate, Noble Dr. and 
Britannia. 

Keffer also said he was “shocked" at 
the price. "Hus is more than what I 
expected,” he said, suggesting that the 
work could be done in-house, by staff. 

His motion to defer was not 
supported. Councillor Ron Simpson 
noted that a deferral could result in 
the contractor missing a window of 
opportunity to get part of the work 
done in 2013, before winter arrives. 

The Tender specifies that $50,000 of 
the work is to be done on the main 
arterial roads in 2013, the remainder 
in 2014. The portion of Holland St. 
slated for reconstruction is excluded 
from the project and will be dealt with 
separately. 

Councillor Simpson noted that the 
award of the tender was brought 
forward "to take advantage of the 
weather.” If some of the work isn’t 


completed in 2013, the buses may not 
be able to roll in March or April - and, 
he suggested, “If you have to retender 
next year, the cost is going to go up." 

As for the cost, Director Mukherjee 
pointed out that the high bid for the 
project came in at $376,205. “The 
market forces are telling us that 
this is the price of concrete,” he told 
Council, calling the low bid the "most 
competitive” price. 

“It’s a pretty good price," agreed 
Councillor James Leduc. "We’ve 
deferred this project long enough. 

Let’s get the pads down." 

“It’s more important to get the right 
spots,” replied Deputy Mayor Keffer. 
“We've never seen where the bus stops 
are... Our consultant has given his 
idea, but I have a problem with our 
consultant listening to what our active 
transportation committee has to say, 
and what Council has to say.” 

A majority of Council supported 
the award of the tender. The Town 
has money for the project - having 
budgeted $200,000 in tax levy dollars 
for transit in 2013, with plans to set 
aside $365,000 in 2014.

South Innisfil Creek Drain costs soar 


Residents within the South Innisfil 
Creek Drain "watershed” packed 
Innisfil Council chambers on 
September 25. 

They were there to hear the final 
Engineer’s Report recommending 
repairs to the drain, presented by 
Dillon Consulting - die end of an 8 
year process, that left many reeling 
with "sticker shock.” 

The consulting engineers proposed 
repairs to the main and ancillary 
drains that total nearly $7 million. 
Under the Drainage Act, the cost 
of repairs are to be assessed to the 
“benefiting landowners” - anyone 
within the "watershed” of the drain - 
and for some, the total came to well 
over $100,000. 

But there was good news for property 
owners south of Highway 89, including 
those in Bradford West Gwillimbury: 
Although their properties may drain 
into Innisfil Creek, they are not 
considered part of the South Innisfil 
Creek Drain watershed. 

South of 89, the Creek is only a creek. 

The process began in 2005, when a 
farmer petitioned for repairs to the 
drain, after flooding damaged his 
crops. The Drainage Referee ordered 
the Town to retain Dillon Consulting 
to assess the drain, which stretches 
from the 5th Line to Hwy. 89, and 
to prepare a report, showing the 
assessments for each property owner. 

On September 25, the consultant 
and Innisfil Town staff presented 
a summary of those assessments. 

The division of costs would see the 
Town of Innisfil pay $525,175; County 
ofSimcoe-$753,185; Province - 
$566,683, for their roads and lands. 
Agricultural landowners would pay 
for $3,163 million of the total; and 


non-agricultural landowners would 
be stuck with the bill for $1.5 million 
of the cost. Bona fide agricultural 
operations are eligible for a 33% 
grant for drainage work, from the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. There are no grants for non- 
agricultural property owners. 

The costs relate to upgrading the 
9,000 metres of main drain and 
approximately 2,800 metres of branch 
drains to be able to handle a “2-year" 
storm event. In its current state, the 
drain can only handle a 1 to 1.5 year 
storm event. 

"One question is, why doesn’t the 
Town just pay all that ($7 million)?” 
said Innisfil Director of Engineering 
and Infrastructure, Andy Campbell. 
“It’s a huge tax levy against the Town 
as a whole.” 

But residents argued that the report 
is a “huge tax levy” against individual 
landowners, some of whom are on 
fixed incomes, and may be forced to 
sell their lands. 

"This is a large, expensive project,” 
said Ian Campbell, noting that if it 
is “financially challenging" for the 
Town, “how do you expect individual 
landowners to handle the cost?” 

And Diane Hogarth predicted there 
will be “bankruptcy for some, sales of 
land, lifestyles will be destroyed. Some 
will survive, but in hardship." 

The report came to Innisfil Council 
on October 2. If approved, work on 
the drain could begin in 2014, to be 
completed by 2015 - and residents will 
be able to appeal their assessments to 
a Court of Revisions.

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Managing speed on South Simcoe roads 


South Simcoe Police 
Constable Carl Jarvis doesn’t 
need words to explain 
the importance of “Speed 
Management" on local 
highways. 

The officer with the Traffic & 
Marine unit simply pulls out a 
photograph of a collision scene, 
showing a crumpled vehicle 
that lost control on a local road, 
due to impaired operation and 
reckless speed. The vehicle was 
estimated to be travelling at 
over 180 kmph when it left the 
roadway. The result was life¬ 
changing injury for a passenger. 

Increased speed results 
in increased reaction time, 
increased stopping distances, 
and increased injury, PC 
Jarvis told the September 16 
meeting of the Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board. 

He also demonstrated the use 
of some of the tools of his trade. 
As South Simcoe Police Speed 
Management Co-ordinator, 
a member of the Ontario 
Speed Management Advisory 
Committee, and Certified 
Instructor, he must not only 
know how to use the Radar and 
LIDAR - admittedly so simple "I 
could teach you to use this stuff 
in seconds” - he must be able 


to explain the workings of each 
in a way that can be defended 

After all, what is at stake, 
in some cases, is not simply 
a hefty fine, but life-altering 
decisions "up to and including 

Training must include 
extensive review of the theory 
behind the 
devices used, so 
that any officer 
is able to “stand 
up and articulate 
how it works.” 

Radar uses the 
well-known 
Doppler shift 
- that objects 
moving toward 
an observer 
compress 
wavelengths 
towards the 
blue end of the 
spectrum, while 
objects moving 
away elongate 
the wavelengths towards the 
red end of the spectrum. The 
shift, Jarvis said, is "direcdy 
proportional to speed." 

LIDAR is laser -based, 
and shoots a beam of light, 
measuring the amount of time 
it takes for the light to bounce 


back, and does that hundreds 
of times in a second - basically 
a very accurate stopwatch. 

So which is better. Radar 
or LIDAR? Radar is easy to 
use, portable, can track a 
moving vehicle and is the 
least costly - about $1,300 per 
unit, compared to $2,000. But 
the radar beam spreads over 


flying - doing 228 kmph.” 

As a Level 4 Reconstructionist, 
he has seen just too many 
serious collisions involving 
excessive speed. “I'm a big 
fan of speed management,” 

PC Jarvis concluded. “If you're

Where are the bus stops? 


There has been debate over public 
transit in Bradford, and a largely 
positive response to news that the 
Town has okayed the purchase of 3 
community buses, 2 of them to be 
delivered early in 2014 - with service 
starting in the spring. 

But we wonder how many residents 
of West Park Ave., Summerlyn Trail, 
Blue Dasher Blvd., Northgate Drive, 
Noble Drive and Britannia realize that 
one of the 2 routes approved could be 
bringing the buses past their doors? 
That there may be bus stops on their 
streets, in front of their homes? 

Although it's hard to tell, because 
the Bradford Transit Implementation 
Plan approved by Council in March 
of this year shows the routes, but not 
the bus stops - and no information 
was presented at the Oct. 1 meeting of 
Council, when Councillors approved a 
tender to construct 77 “transit landing 
pads” for future bus stops. 

We asked Director of Engineering 
Arup Mukherjee if the residents 
along the route had been specifically 


notified, and informed of the location 
of the stops. He said no. So far, the 
only information available on the 
Town Website is the route map, as 
presented in a Special Meeting of 
Council in March 2013. 

Perhaps everyone on West Park 
from the 6th Line to Miller Park Ave. 
is happy with the thought of the bus 
travelling along the route; after all, it 
will go past two elementary schools 
and Kuzmich Park. 

The folks in Summerlyn may be 
equally happy with the thought 
of a community bus travelling up 
Summerlyn Trail from Holland St. W., 
and along Blue Dasher to Professor 
Day Drive. 

And we assume that the folks on 
Northgate and Noble Drive, and on 
Britannia from Jay St. to Barrie St. will 
also be delighted to trade on-street 
parking for a bus service that will 
take 1 hour and 42 minutes to make a 
complete 37.2 km loop. 

But we don’t know, because no-one 
has asked them. Yet.

“Prevent Kitchen Fires and Get Cooking with Fire Safety”! 

The best way to prevent kitchen fires is to never leave 
cooking unattended. Unattended cooking is the leading 
cause of home fires and injuries in the province. 

Often when the fire department is called to a fire that started 
in the kitchen, residents state that they only left the kitchen for 
a few minutes. Sadly, that’s all it takes for a dangerous fire to 
start. Help keep our community safe by taking responsibility to 
prevent fires from starting in the first place. 

Important steps to prevent kitchen fires include: 

• Pay attention when cooking - especially if you are using 
oil or high temperatures.

Drums of the War of 1812 


Doors Open Bradford!

The drumming was thunderous, 
rhythmic and instructive - perfectly 
suited to a battlefield, where morale, 
information and direction are of 
utmost importance. 

The drum, played by guest speaker 
Ken Purvis, was an essential 
element in the War of 1812-14, as 
the Tecumseth & West Gwillimbury 
Historical Society learned at their 
September meeting. 

Purvis, co-ordinator of Programs and 
Interpreter at Montgomery's Inn in 
Etobicoke, explained the organization 
and responsibilities of the British 
soldiers who defended Upper Canada 
during the War - and the importance 
of music. 

Professional musicians played 
clarinets, French horns, bugles, 
bassoons, cymbals, triangles, bells 
and flutes on the parade squares 
within the Garrisons, accompanying 
marching and drills. 


regulated camp life. Bugles were 
efficient for signalling troops on the 


flanks or engaged in guerilla tactics 
- but drums, often played by young 
boys, signalled reveille, Dinner, and 
Tattoo. In battle, certain drum patterns 
instructed troops to advance, retreat 

Purvis demonstrated the 
construction of the drum, and how 
the ropes on the side regulate the 
tension of the drum head. He gave a 
commanding performance of some 
of the drum rolls, followed by two 
marching tunes played on the fife, and 
an entertaining demonstration of the 
jaw’s harp.

Downtown Revitalization 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has received 
its fourth application, under its new Community 
Improvement Plan grant program. 

GChiar Enterprises will receive a grant of $98,358 to offset 
Development Charges that would have been levied on the 
construction of a 3-storey, 16 unit Condominium project at 
128 Barrie St. - an infilling project on a vacant lot, that will 
bring higher densities to Bradford's Downtown. 

The company had applied for over $260,000, through a 
number of the granting programs, and Councillor Carl 
Hordyk wanted to know how the CIP Committee "makes 
the decision on how much money to give.” 

Michael Disano, the Town's Manager of Economic 
Development, explained that the Committee evaluates 
each application individually, based on criteria provided 
by the original consultants. Sierra Consulting. The project is 
evaluated through a series of 10 questions, and ranked on 
a scale of 0 to 4, to determine what percentage funding will 
be granted. 

Disano noted that there is close consultation with the 
applicant, to ensure the process is understood. In this case, 
a $50,000 request through the Facade Improvement portion 
of the program was turned down, since the program was 
designed for improvements to existing structures, not new 
construction. "We try to maintain consistency," although 
each application is evaluated on its individual merits, 
Disano said. 

"This is exactly where I was hoping this would go," 
Councillor James Leduc said of the CIP program - bringing 
new development "in and around” the downtown core. He 
noted that the site has been "an eyesore for a long time,” 
and described the proposed condo as “a needed project for 
our community - a three storey building with an elevator.” 
Council voted to approve the grant, in Committee of the 
Whole on October 1.

Another failing report card for Innisfil Creek 


The Nottawasaga Region 
Conservation Authority has 
released its latest "Report 
Cards” on the health of 
the watershed and its 
Subwatershed tributaries - and 
once again, Innisfil Creek gets a 
failing grade. 

While the headwaters 
of the Creek, mostly in 
Adjala-Tosorontio and New 
Tecumseth, are healthy and still 
provide good fish habitat - the 
lower reaches, which wander 
through agricultural fields and 
settlement areas, are described 
as "poor” in quality, and 
declining. 

The subwatershed has only a 
19% forest cover - the average 
in the Nottawasaga Valley 
watershed is 32.6% - and 
Innisfil Creek continues to 
lose its forests to development. 
Between 2002 and 2008, 
another 34 hectares of treed 

Streamside (riparian) forest 
cover is 64.9% in the NVCA 
watershed, but only 47.2% in 
the Subwatershed - significant, 
because forest cover along 
streams and rivers prevents 
erosion, reduces evaporation, 
improves water quality, and 
provides habitat for fish and 
wildlife. 

Forest interior - forested 
areas more than 100 metres 
from the forest edge - make 
up 10.3% of the forest cover in 
the NVCA watershed, but less 
than 2.9% in the subwatershed, 


contributing to a loss of species 
diversify. 

Innisfil Creek also continues 
to lose its wedand areas. The 
NVCA watershed is 12.3% 
wetland - still a healthy 
percentage - but Innisfil Creek 
has only 8.3% wetland areas, 
and declining. 

And ail of the parameters of 
stream health - the “benthic" 
invertebrates (insects and 
Crustacea) that live in the 
bottom sediments, the 
phosphorus levels, the E.coli 
levels - indicate poor quality. 

The NVCA issues the Report 
Card as a snapshot of the 
health of its waterways - and 
to encourage residents to 
participate in Stewardship 
Programs, in the way that any 
parent would react to a bad 
report card for little Johnny or 

As NVCA CEO Wayne 
Wilson noted in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Council on 
September 17, the report card 
is a way to put that information 
“in a general form the public 
can understand. It’s fairly 
complicated science in a 
format that can be generally 
understood by the public... 

It’s designed to have people 
appreciate what the challenges 
are, and take action.” 

The NVCA’s Forestry 
Program provides trees, 
planting services and forest 
management advice to 
landowners - and since 2002, 


landowners in the Innisfil 
Creek subwatershed have 
reforested 143 ha., planting 
284,000 trees. 

The Healthy Waters Program 
provides technical support and 
funding for eligible projects 
- which include streambank 
restoration, livestock exclusion 
programs, and nutrient runoff 
management.

Kids remember Terry Fox 




The motorcycles began to roll into 
the parking lot at 300 Holland St. 

West in Bradford before 9 a.m. on 
September 29. 

They were there at the invitation of 
Freak-n-Leather motorcycle apparel 
and accessory store and the Canadian 
Cancer Society, to take part hi the 
B.E.A.T. Cancer - Bikers Ending All 
Types of Cancer- motorcycle ride. 

This was the fifth year that store 
owners Angie and Larry Andrews have 
hosted the Ride, the first year at their 
new Bradford store, and they hoped 
to raise as much as $8,000 for cancer 
research, programs and education 
through the Ride and their weekly 
"Bike Nights” at the store. 

The Ride featured a Silent Auction, 
door prizes, a BBQ and com roast, and 
live music by rock and blues musician, 
Bill Nadeau. There was also a visit 
by Steve Santini, hailed by Ripley's 
Believe it or Not as the World's Most 


Extreme escape artist, and star of the 
show, Deals from the Dark Side. 

Santini first met Larry Andrews 
when Deals from the Dark Side filmed 
an episode at Freak-n-Leather in 
Newmarket, complete with hearses 
and coffins. When the two had 
time to talk, they 
discovered that they 
had grown up in 
the same Toronto 
neighbourhood, 
within 2 streets of 
each other. 

That created a bond, 
and Santini was 
delighted to come out 
on Sunday, to help 
raise funds for Cancer 
research. 

His career as an 
escape artist began 
at the age of 14, when 
he read a book on 


Houdini. "I didn’t believe the book 
-1 thought it was a work of fiction," 
Santini says - but he set out to recreate 
the escapes oudined in the biography. 
Unfortunately, he didn't realize at the 
time that the escapes involved tricks. 

“I was lucky I didn't get killed!” he 
laughs. “I just wanted to do something 
different. 

Deals from the Dark Side saw 
Santini travelling the countryside 
in Canada and the U.S., looking 
for strange artifacts “with a dark 
history” - debunking some stories, 
and purchasing the artifacts when the 
history was verified. 

He now has a collection of400 to 
500 objects “all with a really unusual 
darker side history.” 

Santini signed autographs and talked 
with fans, as the motorcycles returned 
from their 4-hour ride through 
Cookstown, Alliston, and Hockley 
Valley, ready to enjoy the music, the 
BBQ, prizes and the party.

Students left 
their classrooms for an 
hour or so, to ran, walk or 
jog around the 
school yard or 
around the block, 
raising money I 
for the Terry Fox I 
Organization and 
cancer research.

Most gave the $15, but

She worked at 4 jobs, 
contributing her earnings, 
and explained her 
generosity: “I am a cancer 
survivor myself,” she said. 
“I can’t spend it on a better 

Wajeeha was diagnosed 
with cancer in January 
of 2012, and underwent 
surgery. Unfortunately, 
the surgery was not 100% 


successful, and she was 
booked for a second 
operation in March. 

She delayed the operation 
until the March Break, 
despite warnings from her 
surgeon - so that she could 
complete her final exams 
before going into 
hospital. She 
scored an 85% 


Students also 
ran at Fred C. 
Cook Public 
School, at St. 
Jean de Brebeuf, 
at Fieldcrest 
Elementary, at 
W.H. Day. At 
every location, 
students were 
inspired by the 
example and 
words of Terry 


Terry Fox, who lost his 
leg to osteosarcoma, 
began his cross-country 
Marathon of Hope in 1980, 
with the goal of raising $1 
for cancer research, for 
every Canadian. Canada’s 
population at the time was 
about 24 million. 

His run was cut short after 
143 days and 5,373 km., 
when the cancer recurred. 
Terry Fox died on June 28, 
1981 - but the annual Terry 
Fox Run has now raised 
over $500 million for cancer 
research.

Art in the Park, at Meadowfest! 



Meadowfest is a concept new to Bradford: 
an outdoor "Art in the Park" event, featuring 
works by artists and artisans, demonstrations 
of carving and Raku pottery, food, music and

communities and 
Towns celebrating 
Culture Days," 
noted Bradford 
West Gwillimbury 
Deputy Mayor Rob 
Keffer, thanking the 
participants, and 
especially “all the artists and artisans from 
across Ontario” who came out for the event. 

Woodcarver and wildlife artist Wayne 
Inkster, On the Wing Carvings, brought his 
prize-winning wildlife art from his home 
studio in Binbrook, near Hamilton. 

In addition to carved walking sticks and 
realistic depictions of owls and songbirds, he 
also carves life-sized ducks and waterfowl - 
but don’t call them decoys. 

Inkster may have been a hunter when he 
first started carving, about 25 years ago, but 
the beauty of the birds, the details of their 
feathers, their adaptation for flight, changed 
his attitude. “It’s amazing the perspective you 
get when you start carving,” he says. 

It can take between 120 and 200 hours to 
carve a piece of competition quality. “It’s not 
a decoy. It’s a piece of art... It’s a labour of 

Gail Farrell describes herself as “just a crazy 
quilter," but her works - like the huge Maple 
Leaf quilt on display at Meadowfest - are also 
works of art. A member of the Bradford Arts 
Guild, Farrell now lives in Bradford, and her 
“Red Fox Quilts” can also be seen regularly at 
the Neil Glass Gallery, on John St. East. 

Artists and artisans at the festival sold 
everything from butter tarts to wooden toys, 
pottery tea pots, jewellery, turned wood 
bowls and fine art. 

Visitors could watch “Carver Girl" Lora 


Childs working on her latest soapstone 
carving, JJ Dukharan of Cre8Cure airbrushing 
original art on t-shirts, and Carin Bacher 
carving a totem pole. In the parking lot, 


spent 5 and a half years in Japan learning his 
craft - but it wasn’t all plain sailing. 

When he first arrived, hoping to study with 
the Raku family, “the Master decided I wasn’t 
an appropriate student,” Lottering laughs. 
Instead, he ended up studying calligraphy in 
a studio adjacent to the pottery kilns - and 
spent all of his spare time watching the Raku 
master at work. 

Eventually, the master relented, and 
Lottering was accepted as a student. 

Raku pottery generally involves simple, 
asymmetric and minimalist pottery forms, 
distinguished by unique glazing. Pieces are 
fired at a temperature of about 1850 degrees 
Fahrenheit and then, as the sand and metals 
in the glazes melt, nested in a flammable 
material that bums off to finish the glazing, 
either through a process of "reduction” 
(sealed, quickly using up all the oxygen), or 
“oxidation” (in the open air). 

The results include iridescent, metallic 
effects, crackle glazes, unpredictable changes 
in colour that make Raku seem spontaneous, 
and exciting. "It's the kid in me,” Lottering 
says. “Playing with fire.” 

The festival offered a taste of all the arts. 

On the main stage, dancers performed, the 
Voices of Joy Choir sang, and Mzz Sarah G, 
pop gospel star, rocked the audience with 
a message of praise and thanksgiving, on a 
perfect autumn day.
